The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed invention. 

Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining elements: 

the method comprising a: collaboration pane that has a plurality selectable icons, 
one of which is for displaying an alert list, a collaborator list, a task list, a document list, 
a Web browser, and a help menu; the collaboration pane further comprising at least one 
link list identifying at least one link, at least one task list identifying at least one task to 
be performed, a subject matter of the at least one task and a due date for completion of 
the task, and at least one document list identifying a creating collaborator of the at least 
one document, a last modifying collaborator of the at least one document and a last 
modification date of the at least one document as recited in claims 1 and 33. 

Although Bjoernsen et al., Zhu et al. and Estrada et al. teach a substantial 
amount of the claimed matters, Bjoernsen et al., Zhu et al. and Estrada et al. fail to 
anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
